English Department 


Composed of eighteen faculty members, 
the English Department instructs all Mar- 
shall students in language, composition, and 
literature. These areas include study of 
American and world literature in fiction, 
non-fiction and drama, emphasis on exposi- 
tory writing, and instruction in the tech- 
niques of communication. Elective courses 
in journalism, world civilization, creative 
writing, speech, and drama broaden the de- 
partment’s scope.
